In addition, there are telegrams 
and cablegrams from all over the 
world, and, of course, telephone 
calls. These latter are “well-nigh 
incessant, but unless a call is pre- 
fixed by a certain code word 
known only to the initiated, the 
caller is not switched on into per- 
sonal communication with the 
Prime Minister. He is answered 
by one of the secretaries, who 
deals with the message at his‘ dis- 
cretion. 

The Premier's reat work consists 
in jnterviewiog almost continnous- 
ly a procession of heads of depart- 
ments and high officials of State. 
It is impossible to exaggerate the 
arduousness of this. He is con+ 
stantly called upon to make, ata 
momient’s notice, decisions of the 
utmost importance—decisions that 
may possibly affect vitally.not only: 
the British Empire, but the world 
at large. ‘ 

THE SWEETS Of -POWER. 

And for all this nerve-racking 
work he gets paid—nothing! The 
Prime Minister's job is a purely 


honorary one. . His salary—rougnly | - 


about £5,000 a year--comes to him 
in his capacity of First Lord of the 
Treasury. 

On the other hand, however, he 
tastes to the full the swects of 
power, Hecan make or marcareet. 
He can create Peers at will. With 
him rests the appointment ‘to 
vacant sees of arch-bishopsand bis- 
hops,and many high State ‘offices 
are in his gift} such as, for exam- 
ple, ambassadorships to forcign 
Court, and the Governorships of 
the various colonics and depen 
dencies comprising our far-flung

Finally, he himself, although 
he may he only ahumble cofumon- 
et, takes precedence before others 
of the King’s subject, save only 
places of the Blood Royal, the Lord 
High Chancellor, and the Arch- 
bishops of Canterbury and York.

Scconds pass, and then suddenly 
the bow wave .vanishes. The 
“Valentia” is in the air, At first 
she can hardly ke distinguished 
against the background of the low- 
lying Hampshire coast.
